
Short Title: Factual Innocence Assistance Amendments

Enactment of this bill could expand the number of factual innocence payment recipients to include 

spouses of those petitioners who are found factually innocent after their death.  To date, factual 

innocence costs in Utah have ranged from $70,000 to $500,000 per case.
